Deseription of Camp Bello Inland.
THE ETARTING POINT OF THE GREAT IRISH REPUR-
LIC—WHERE IT I8 LOCATED, AND IT8 STRATEGIQ
IMPURTANON,

The islana of Campo Bello, which is to bo, if we
are 0 plucé gredit in the namerons reports now
afloat conocerning it, the nuclons ot the great Irish
republic, 1 & unrrow moce of land, stretohing north
and south, at the sutrance to the Bay of Fundy and
at the mouth ol the river 8L, Croix, which latter lor
many miles forms the boundary hne betwe=en the
State o1 Muine nud the Provines of Now Brunswick.
The island 15 about ten miles in length, and at ita

ontest win'h measures probably threo miles. 1t s

ndouted ail along its sides with numerous bays and
inlets. One of thess, called Harbor de Lute, almost
divides it,

Ihe Feninns will ind a capital slready furnabod
to their dominion, Llus is the village of Woelo'ipool,
gituated upon & bay ol the same name, somo s hat e
the south of the contre of the ieland, and nearly op-
posite the Amorican wowo of Eastport, There 1
another and larger village, or rather collesuon ol
bouses and flshine huts, towards the north, which is
onl e Wilson's Bosch I'he popula fon s for the
most part, howe ver, scatteird nlong the west goast
und on the shores of 1he farbor ae Lute, whieh, 1t
mught be mmteresting to stnte horo, is o most admira.
ble ana capacious harbor, capatle of protecting and
affoiding snfe anchiorags to an entire navy. 1t nlso

ioesesses whe, sdvantege of hiding its mmates (rom
he view of thoss in the adjomue witers,

These featurcs of Harbor de Lute baves, no donbr,
beon looked upon ne amporant and valuable by the
engacious leaders of the Feninns  Tho distangs (rom
Welchpool to Eadtport isptont three miles, Con-
stant communication s maintmged betwepn the swo
places by means of a ferry-bont. The northern oud
of the jsland is separated from the fGourishing hittle
town of Lubec by & narrow channol, not more than
an eivhth of & mile seross - At ‘hls point toers 1s
also o forry, and it the Feninos wished to go over in
great pumuvere, tins §s the loeality they would pro-
bably seleot for their landimg, ° .

The population o1 Campo Bello was at tho last
cousus nbout fitieen hundred, but now It may resca
two thousand souls, 1he opoupation of the peonle
ia prinoipally fishine, which in pust vears has be.n
to them exeeodingly iucrative, [he surrounding
waters abound during the season in herring, shad,
mackerel, and codfish.  Loug lines of smoke-houses,
in which imumense numbers of herring are cured lor
the Ameorican market, are disceruible (rom the whurf
at Eastport, and during tho euring season the smo e,
which is to be seen ouriing trom their nuwmerous
and dingv roofs, gometimes, (rom 1ts donsity and a
peculinr gtate of the atmosphere, throws sueh a halo
around the lsland that It appears as il partiy enves
looea in & oloud..

There nre but fow familirs who may be =aid to
belong o the upper order upon the island, Those
are Coptain Robinson, the Church of England priest,
and Hquire Furmers, The Inst mentoned is the only
person residing on Campo Bello who gives his entire
attention to husbeodry. The majority of the inhabi-
tants cultivate small plots of gronad i the nolnitr
of their dweilings, but find that their time 14 muoh
more profitably speut m catohing and curing fish,
At Welchpool is the residenc: of the owner ol the
jgland, the Han. J, J. Robinson, o retived captain i
her Majesty’s navy. Thoe Captain, besides being
lord of the manor, i8 8 membor of the Upper Honse
of the Frovinclsl Parllament and a magistrate, and
therefore, besldes nie position as landlord, possesses
power over us poop @ in_other wavs, Like Rouin.
son Crusoe, ‘‘he s lord of all he surveys; his rieht
thero I8 nine to dwspute.’” [Ihe fiest line may be
true, but the Iatter cannot be sung with s due regard
jor veracity just now, while the Fenmn inva<ion 15
pending, But the Captain. we areinclned to tnink,
will not give up his “lonely isle’" withont a despies
rate struggle, He has himeslf seen service, aod
rathor distingulsned limself m his vounger vears,
while in command of a sloop-of-war, with a noto-
rious pirate in the Indies,

The history of Campo Be lo is not without interest,
Some squatters had seftied vheuselves on its north.
western shore about the time of the American Revo-
lution; but the entire ialand was shortly atterwards
granted by the British crown to Admiral Sir Ba-
ward Owen, and called by Lim Campo Bello. m
honor ot sir Arohibald Campbell, who af that time
was Governor ot the Provinge.

Sir Edw ard never reaided for any length of time
on the island; but a brother of his, & very learned
but ecorntrie t tieh gentleman, and a Pellow of
the University of Cambridee, took up his residence
on tho i2laud and tived a gort of hermit ife there Tor
nearly torty yoars, The house in whioh he lived
